Twelve of th# seventeen drivers, 
recently enrolled In Local SSS, 
Transport Workers Union, CIO, 
meeting with the school directors, 
voted unanimously to accept the 
increase, which will augment their 
previous pay scale of $1.10 an hoar 
for a 40-hour week. 
The drivers agreed to the settle­ 
ment after a heated debate between 
School Board President J. Russell 
Straub and two TWC officials, In­ 
ternational Representative Andrew 
J. Kaolin and James J. A. Gating 
her, president of Local 282. At one 
point, after Keelin was three times 
ruled out of order, in seeking 
voice in the amating, Straub said he 
would rail the police lf Kaolin did 
not sit down. 
Despite reports that police were 
dispatched to the school, Straub 
and Gallagher both denied any 
knowledge of police being calls# 
for or sent.

Part A concerns the S t Lawrence 
Project, which involves a power 
dam to he built in the International 
Rapids section of the river, as part 
of the overall S t Lawrence Sea­ 
way.

Part B of the story is something 
! entirely separate. It involves a con- 
' templated power project at Niagara 
Falls and the problem of determin­ 
ing who is to undertake it. 
The background to this Part B 
is that the Niagara Mohawk Power 
Corporation has been producing 
hydro-electric power at Niagara 


Falls since 1895. In 1950, a treaty 
was concluded with Canada author­ 
izing development of an additional 
one million kilow atts of power on 
the United States side of the falls. 
Four investor-owned power com­ 
panies then joined with Niagara 
Mohawk in a firm offer to carry out 
the development But other groups 
had different ideas. The Fair Deal 
Public Power group wanted the 
federal government to do the job 
Dewey proposed that it be done by 
his State Power Authority.. 
Congress was faced with making 
the decision. After extensive com­ 
mittee hearings, the House last 
July 9, by a thumping vote of 262 
to 120, passed a bill caning for the 
Avo privately owned companies to 
dc the job. By an even more re­ 
sounding majority of 136 to 17, it 
rejected a substitute state authority 
bill. 
A few days later, Dewey bounced 
into Washington with headlines and 
hoopla. He conferred all around 
town, and on July 23 pulled out 


all the pro-state authority stops in 
a personal appearance before the 
Senate Public Works Committee. 
Until that time, there had been 
little doubt but that the committee 
would go along with the House’s 
“Free Enterprise” bill. Dewey, how­ 
ever, pulled the plug. Action by the 
Senate Committee was postponed 
until next year. Present indica­ 
tions are that it may finally bring 
out a S,ate Authority measure. 
Using all of the effective discip­ 
linary controls at his command, the 
Governor has most of the state’s 
Congressional delegation lined up 
in support of the Power Authority. 
And It took considerable doing in 
certain cases. 
Dewey, in his Senate Committee 
testimony, was forced to do some 
wide end-running to evade the 
charge that his State Authority 
Plan for Niagara Falls is Social­ 
istic, which, of course, it is. His 
argument in effect was that other 
parts of the country enjoy tax-free 
government power projects and 


New York should have one, too. 
The whole incident serves to 
demonstrate anew — as if any 
demonstration were needed — that 
the Governor of New York Is not 
without influence in Washington

SWEET POTATOES ARE 
RICH IN NUTRIENTS 


Good news for homemakers is 
the large crop of sweet potatoes 
to be harvested this fall. Market 
reports indicate that the crop this 
year will be 19 per cent larger 
than last year. 
Sweet potatoes contain consider­ 
a te quantities of vitamin C and 
minerals. Also they are high in their 
energy-producing content Varie­ 
ties of sweet potatoes differ in 
food value; the deeper yellow yams 
are rich in vitamin A. Sweet pota­ 
toes are a change from white pota­ 
toes in the menu; they are too 
much alike to be served at the 
same meal. 
To make the most of their food 
valoe, cook sweet potatoes in the 


skin. Baked sweet potatoes are 
easy to prepare. 
For candied sweets, cook the 
sweet potatoes first, then skin, dip 
in melted butter, and roll in brown 
sugar. Bake in a moderate oven 
until brown and heated through or 
cook on top of the range, using 
low heat, for about 20 minutes. 
Mashed sweet potatoes may be 
served plain or spooned into a cas­ 
serole, topped with meringue or 
halved marshmallows, and brown­ 
ed. For variety in mashed sweet 
potatoes, add orange juice, grated 
orange rind, and a few raisins. 
Crushed 
pineapple 
stirred 
into 
mashed sweets just before serving 
makes them something special. 
Scalloped sweet potatoes and ap­ 
ples make a colorful and appetiz­ 
ing dish. Put alternate layers of 
sliced cooked sweet potatoes and 


sliced raw apples in a buttered cas­ 
serole. Add just enough water to 
cover the bottom of the dish. Cov­ 
er and bake 3& minutes at 375 de­ 
grees 
Fahrenheit. 
For

crisp 
brown top, uncover the dish about 
15 minutes before taking it from 
the oven and sprinkle buttered 
bread 
crumbs, 
graham 
cracker 
crumbs, or crushed cereal flakes 
over the potatoes. Put dish back 
into oven until crumbs are brown 


GOOD DEER HUNTING, 
(IN SOUTH DAKOTA) 
The South Dakota Department of 
Game, Fish and Parks has taken 
the most logical step toward reme­ 
dying the acute deer problem exist­ 
ing in the Black Hills area, accord­ 
ing to the Wildlife Management In­ 
stitute. The Department ha* issued 


licenses entitling sportsmen to bag 
two deer of any age or either sex 
this November. 
The Wildlife Management Insti­ 
tute says: “Because South Dakota 
has too few deer hunters, even this 
liberal-sounding season may fail 
to bring about a satisfactory har­ 
vest. For many years it baa been 
well known that range destruction 
and herd starvation wore preval­ 
ent in the Black Hills. No wildlife 
resource can be managed benefi­ 
cially by merely disregarding It; 
stable crops of game are assured 
only through realistic programs. 
“Although the South Dakota Com­ 
missioners ,may be criticised by a 
few local people who, like others 
in many states, unceaselngly refuse 
to consider game animal problems 
objectively, they are to be com­ 
mended for their action."
